was to proceed to the English shores, 
whore new boilers were to be put in.

which was paid to the boarding house

On the question of popular rights, the platform Is solid, direct and 


patriotic. 
With such candidates and a pisiform, framed for the whole 


people, unhampered by partisanship, yi't thoroughly democratic', the state of 
Massachusetts should return to the democratic column as In days of the 
lamented Russell, when democrats ruled with a conservatism and patriot- 
ism that commajKled the respect and admiration of the entire country. 


NO DISCRIMINATION. 


It has oeen openly asserted that the water board Is extremely partial In 


dealing with the corporations of the city, and thai they have made conces- 
sions to the corporations which they would not make to ordinary consum- 
ers. If this charge is not refuted it leaves the water board in a very unenvia- 
ble position. There should be no preferences in dealing out the city water. 
All should be treated alike. The water board makes an extra discount to 
large consumers, which we believe is contrary to the spirit 
of 
municipal 


government. It would he just as reasonable to say that the heaviest tax- 
payers should have a lower rate per thousand. How would It seem if the 
United States government were to sell postage stamps at 
H discount to 


large consumers; and yet the idea of selling water which Is pumped at the 
public expense, at different prices per thousand gallons is just as absurd. 
It Is an unjust discrimination and we believe It is illegal. We do not see 
where the water board gels Its authority to charge one person more for a 
thousand gallons of water than It does another, and we believe if the mat- 
ter were taken to the courts the action of the board would be declared ille- 
gal. If any discrimination at all Is made it should be in favor of the small 
consumer. The real purpose of distributing water is to serve the public 
and Improve the public health. 


If there is any concession to be made In the rate, we believe It should 


be In favor of the small tenement house consumer. Tin- small family rate 
should be as low as possible, and the la-st rate to be lowered is that of 
the large consumer, who can well afford t-o pay for the water he uses. 
He- 


?ides there should be hut one rate for quantity. We are not alone in the 
belief that the corporations feel that they ran get any favor they ask from 
the Ijowell water board. It Is well known that the chairman of the tvoard is 
extremely partial to the corporations. This may be because of the foot that 
he receives a great deal of his business from the corporations and It may 
not. 
But regardless of this, there are enough level-headed 
men on 
the 


board to see that the taxpayers and the o.-rpnrations as well, receive jus- 
tice, and nothing more or less. 
The taxpayers know when they are used 


unfairly, and they are pretty generally of the opinion that it is time 
for 


the water board to mend Its ways In certain directions. 


THE LABOR WAR. 


Without entering Into the question ns to which side Is right, or where 


lies the blame for the present disturbed condition of the labor market, it can 
safely be asserted that at no time in onr history have the industries of the 
country been in a more dangerous condition than they are 
today. 
Nearly 


every business, trade and industry is affected by the labor war which is now 
rnging througho-it the length and breadth of the Innd. 
It Is high time that 


some remedy for 'his unsettled condition should be found. Unless the remedy 
Is applied, and applied (iniekiy, the effect upon buslne.--s 
will 
he 
Injurious. 


True, there never was a battle where one side or the other was entirely In 
the wrong or where one side or ihe other did not go to extremes, but what- 
ever the merits of the causes at issue it is plain to every observing person 
that the present (onflfet between capital and labor Is developing into ;i higger 
curse to '.his country than the Civil war, and we really Relieve it has already 
been far more costly to the people. 


Another year of the present unsettled condition of our Irades and indus- 


tries would Indict lasting injury not only upon onr domestic trade but more 
particularly upon our foreign commerce. Tt has been predicted by men of 
wide experience, gifted with that wisdom which sees far Into the future, (hat 
unless the American employer ntld employe settle their differences very soon, 
they will lone the markets of the world. We produce today twice as much as 
we consume, nnd It Is, therefore, necessary for us to have n foreign market for 
nearly nil our products. Our foreign market has been exlending gradually 
for the Ins! len ycnrs until we actually alarmed the powers of Kurope. The 
Europeans, however, lire Just now watching our prolonged labor troubles with 
a great (leal of UHtlsfac.tlon, nnd they agree Ihnt If the war continues long 
enough, they will have no need to fear .American competition in the 
future. 


In view of this danger Is It not lime for the employer and employe to get 
together, sertle their differences, nnd agree upon some basis 
that 
will 
bo

gal. If any discrimination at nil is made it should bo in favor of the small 
consumer. The real purpose of distributing water is to servo tho public 
and improve the public health.

be in favor of the small tenement house consumer. The small family rate 
should be ns low as possible, and the last rate to be lowered is thnt of 
the large consumer, who can well afford 1,0 pay for the wator he uses. .He- 
sides there should be but on*1 rate for f f u a n t i t y . We are not alone In the 
hriiof that the corporations feel that they ran jtot any favor they ask from 
the T/nvell water board. It is well known that the chairman of the board is 
extremely partial to the corporations. This may be because of the fa-ct thnt 
he receives a great deal of his business from the corporations and it may 
not.

NO DISCRIMINATION. 


It has been openly asserted that the water board is extremely partial In 


dealing with the corporations of the city, and that they have made conces- 
sions to the corporations which they would not make to ordinary consum- 
ers. If this charge is not refuted it leaves the water board in a very unenvia- 
ble position. There should be no preferences in dealing out the city water. 
All should be treated alike. The water board makes an extra discount to 
large consumers, which we believe is contrary to the spirit 
of municipal 


government. It would be just as reasonable to say that tbe heaviest tax- 
payers should have a lower rate per thousand. How would it seem if the 
United States government were to sell postage stamps at a 
discount to 


large consumers; and yet the idea of selling water which is pumped at tbe 
public expense, at different prices per thousand gallons Is just as absurd. 
It is an unjust discrimination and we believe it Is illegal. 'We do not see 
where the water board gets Its authority to charge one person more for a 
thousand gallons of water than it does another, and we believe if the mat- 
ter were taken to the courts the action of the board would be declared ille- 
gal. If any discrimination at all is made it should be in favor of the small 
consumer. 
The real purpose of distributing water Is to serve the public 


and improve the public health. 


If there is any concession to he made In the rate, we believe It should 


be In favor of the small tenement house consumer. The small family rate 
should be as low as possible, and the last rate to be lowered is that of 
the large consumer, who can well afford 1--> pay for the water he uses, rto- 
P:O>S there should be but one ra*.« for quantity. We are not alone in the 
tK'ief that the corporations feel that they ran get any favor they ask from 


l water board. It Is well known that the chairman of the board is

raping throngho-U tho length and breadth of tho land. 
It is high time that 


some remedy for 'his unsettled condition should bo found. Vnless the rr-me.iy 
Is applied, and applied quickly, tho effect upon business 
will 
bo 
Injurious. 


True, there never was a battle where one siilo or the other was entirely in 
!ho wrong or where one side or the other did not go to extremes, but what- 
ever the merits of tho causes at issue it Is plain to every observing person 
that tile present tonflict between capital and labor Is developing Into a bigger 
curse lo this country than the civil war, and wo really believe It has already 
been far more costly to the people. 


Another year of tho present unsettled condition of our (ratios and Indus- 


tries would indict lasting Injury not only upon our domestic trade but more 
particularly upon our foreign commerce. H has boon predicted by men of 
wide experience, gifted with that wisdom which sees fo.r into tho future, that 
unless the American employer and emaioyo settle their dlrToronoos very soon, 
they will lose (he markets of the world. We produce loday twice as much as 
we consume, and II Is. thoroforo. necessary for us to have a foreign market for 
nearly nil our products. Our foreign market has boon extending gradually 
for (hR last ten years until wo actually alarmed the powers of Kuropo. Tho 
Europeans, however, arc jusl now watching our prolonged labor troubles with
